A Notion-Wide Movement 


There will be a meeting of men from all over Arkansas at 


Little Rock Friday to form a state unit of the United Service 
•Drganizations for National Defense, Inc.,— the purpose of 
which is to set up about 300 service clubs near the camps, 
naval stations and defense production centers of the nation. 


The purpose of these clubs was 


stated by President Roosevelt April 
8 as follows: 


"The need is to make provision 


at once, through volunteer agenc- 
ies nnd voluntary effort, but with 
government sponsorship and co- 
operation, for 
maintaining 
the 


morale of the men and women in 
the defense services, the ilcicnse 
industries, and throughout Amer- 
ican communities. 


"Six great national private re- 


ligious 
nnd social 
organizations 


have been called upon to set up 
a vast program of service in con- 
nection with military and naval 
posts and defense industries. 


"The United Service Organiza- 


tions for National Defense, Inc., 
has been organized to meet this 
emergency by raising through pri- 
vate subscription a nation-wide 
fund of $10,765,000. The campaign 
will stnrt June 3. This is an emerg- 
ency in which America calls up- 
on nil her citizens to make sacri- 
fices of time, money and personal 
convenience."

day, the governor being honorary 
chairman in the business of forming 
the permanent state uniTancT in rafs-" 
ing our state's quota of $45,000.

Trade-practice rules on shrinkage of 


woven cotton yard goods, issued by 
the Federal Trade 
Commission on 


June 30, 1938, regulate the statements 
that may be made about pre-shrunk 
cotton materails. the Extension cloth- 
ing specialist says. This means, she 
points out, that garments can be made 
to fit and will give a long period of 
service. Excessive shrinkage has been 
one of the greatest objections to cot- 
ton piece goods and garments in the 
past. Labeling of cotton goods is not 
compulsory so it is optional with the 
manufacturer. If no shrinkage label 


appears on the material it can be as- 
sumed that the material will shrink- 
when washed. 


The shrinkage label on pre-shrunk 


material will state "pre-shrunk 
or 


shrunk—will not shrink more than 1 
per cent under Commercial Standard 
CS59-3G," or "pre-shrunk—the residual 
shrinkage will not exceed 1 per cent 
under Commercial Standard CS59-3S." 


Other important tilings to remember 


when buying cotton piece goods, the 
Extension specialist says, is its color 
fastness. Labels saying the material 
is "Vat dyed," are most satisfactory. 
Vat dyes are developde right on the

Made Chief of Staff in 1939, he in- 


herited an army led by officers who 
clung to tradition like moss to a 
tree. To wrench them from textbook 
tactics, he put 70,000 men in the field 
near New Orleans for 
maneuvers. 


Things went badly and every one 
expected the Chief to take it hard. 
Instead, he was pleased. "It showed 
us our shortcomings," he said, and 
by "us" he meant the opposition to 
his streamlined methods.
